WELLES OUTLINES 
U. S. PEACE AIMS 


Urges Posi-War Creation 
of New League of 
Nations 


(By Aftsocintea Prats) 
WASHINGTON. July 23—A dec­ 
laration by 
Sumner 
Welles, de­ 
signed to assure all peoples of a 
fair peace and equal economic op­ 
portunities, gave the 
nation and 
the world today the mpst definite 
official statem ent yet made of the 
American 
government's 
post-war 
objectives. 
In the capital the impression pre­ 
vailed that the declaration in one 
respect constituted an attempt to 
stimulate 
popular 
resistance 
to 
German rule and drive a wedge be­ 
tween Adolf Hitler and the Ger­ 
man people. 
We lea acting secretary of state, 
last night prefaced his speech at 
the laying of a cornerstone for a 
new wing of the Norwegian lega­ 
tion with the grim assertion that 
“there can be no peace until the 
Hitler government of Germany has 
been finally and utterly destroyed.” 
The ideal for which "peoples of 
good wil ” should work in order to 
attain a peim anent peace was the 
creation after the war of an as­ 
sociation of nations powerful enough 
to 
guarantee 
disarmament 
and 
enual 
economic 
opportunities, 
he 
said. 
Referring to the League of Na­ 
tions projected by President Wilson 
at the close of the World war he 
said that the League had failed 
to establish lasting peace "in part 
because of the blind selfishness of 
men here in the United States as 
we'I as in other parts of the world.” 
United 
States 
membership 
was 
blocked by the senate in 1920. 
It was never able to function as 
President Wilson had intended it, 
he said 
“as an elastic and im ­ 
partial 
instrument 
in 
bringing 
about peaceful and equitable ad­ 
justments between nations as times 
and circumstances 
proved 
neces­ 
sary.” 
Yet, 
he declared, 
such 
adjust­ 
ments must be made and the means 
must be found to make them

R ear Admiral John If. Towers. 
chief of the Naval Bureau of Aero­ 
nautics, disclosed to the comm ittee 
yesterday th a t although 
original 
estim ates called for delivery of I. 
095 planes to the navy during the 
past six m onths, only 1,547 actually 
were delivered 
Towers told the com m ittee that 
a program of construction of 6,1)09 
four-engineri land bombing planes 
had 
been 
“superim posed’ May 9 
on the regular arm y and navy air 
piogram s. with the highest prior­ 
ities going to the bombers. 
M eanwhile 
im portant 
defense 
legislation moved 
briskly through 
congress . 
The senate passed and Bf,n t to 
the W hite House a bill authorizing 
a $585 OO1'.OOO expansion of naval
